Among  the  paraders  were 
some  little  boys  dressed  as  Indians. 

Spuming  their  owm  rather  drab  native  costumes, 
thev  wore  the  blankets  and  feathered  war-bomieLs 
of  plains  Indians.  In  other  words,  they  were  Indians 
masquerading  a.s  Indians. 

Chief  Thunderbird.  nationally-known  wrestler, 
wears  a large  feathered  war-bonnet  when  he  apj^ars 
professionally.  He  comes  from  Vancouver  Island, 
and  the  feathered  war-bonnet  was  never  worn  or 
seen  here.  But  the  chief  is  too  good  a showmian  to 
quibble  over  deUilfi.  White  men  expect  Indians  to. 
we&r  feathen,  so  he  wears  them 

A few  of  the  Indian  dancers  In  B C.  and  wa.sh- 
ington  have  taken  to  wearing  feathered  head  dres.‘M-s, 
because  the  public  expects  it.  Indian  children  of  the 
B.C.  coast  have  drawn  pictures  of  teepees  or  wigwams, 
which  are  unknown  this  side  of  the  Coast  range. 
Indians  here  used  to  live  in  wooden  houses  e\'en 

before  the  white  men  came.

The  more  ignorant  white  men  have  built  In  their 
own  minds  a sort  of  composite  Indian,  a stereotype 
made  up  of  parts  from  many  different  tribes,  the 
w'hole  resembling  none  of  them.

Someone  Must  Do  It 


Ever  since  the  Progressive  Conserxalivc 
Party  announced  its  policy  to  cut 
$500,000,000  from  the  federal  budget, 
liberal  leaders  from  PKme  Minister  SL 
Laurent  and  Finance  Minister  Abbott 
down  have  been  touring  the  country  trying 
to  convince  the  electors  that  It  just  can’t 
be  done.  It  could  be  that  they  are  right 
up  to  a point — that  a reduction  would  be 
Irnpoasibie  of  attainment  by  a Liberal 
administration,  so  long  in  office  during 
a boom  period  that  it  would  not  know  how 
lo  begin  rutting  down  expenditures  That 
is  not  to  say,  however,  that  a fre*ih 
administration  unencumbered  by  long- 
standing political  obligations  couW  not 
succeed  where  the  Liberals  have  failed. 

Even  in  these  days  of  astronomical 
figures,  a promise  to  reduce  the  budget 
by  $500,000,000  may  appear  ambitious, 
but  how  does  it  compare  with  the  budget 
as  a whole?  Federal  taxation  this  fiscal 
year  is  estimated  to  yield  $4,800,000,000, 
and  the  infenmee  to  be  drawTi  from  the 
surpluses  accrued  In  past  >'cars  Is  that 
actual  rev'cnue  will  run  closer  to  $5,000,- 
fKW.OOO.  The  cut  promised  by  Mr.  Drew, 
therefore,  represents  no  more  than  10 
cent  of  Mr.  Abbott’s  1053-54  budget,  or 
10  cents  in  the  dollar. 

Any  competent  householder— and  it  is 
to  millioas  of  hoaseholders  that  the  lib- 
erals arc  saying  this  can’t  be  done — could 


cut  his  annual  spending  by  10  per  cent 
without  turning  a hair.  Most  of  those  in 
middle-a«  have  survived  that  experience 
and  could  view  a possible  repetition  of  it 
without  alarm.  Any  well-run  business 
could  do  It.  Government  at  the  louest 
level,  where  revenue  Is  not  so  easily  come 
by,  is  demonstrating  already  that  when 
It  mu-st  be  done  it  can  be.  In  the  United 
Kingdom  Sir  Winston  Churchill’s  Con- 
servatives were  put  into  office  to  halt  the 
extravagance  of  a Labor  administration 
which,  like  the  Liberals  in  Canada,  did  not 
know  bow  to  use  the  brake-pedal  They 
lost  no  time  in  applying  it  with  result^ 
which,  far  from  wrecking  the  economy 
as  gloomily  predicted  by  the  iJibor  party, 
have  gone  a long  way  towards  setting  it 
back  on  a firm  foundation. 

In  numerous  ways  the  Liberal  govern- 
ment has  confirmed  Its  own  total  inability 
to  retrench.  A year  or  two  ago  the  gov- 
emment  made  a half-hearted  promise  to  * 
cut  down  the  size  of  the  federal  civil 
service.  What  was  the  outcome?  l-asl 
year  there  was  a net  lncree.se  of  more  than 
1,000  in  tltf  size  of  the  dvU  service.  Yet 
if  Canadian  goods  are  to  be  sold  at  prices 
which  would  regain  them  a place  In  export 
markets,  this  exceasively  high  taxation 
will  have  to  be  reduced  by  someone,  either 
by  the  Liberals  who  say  they  cannot,  or 
the  Conservatives  who  say  they  can. 


The  Case  Is  Beyond  Dispute 


r’  U hard  to  understand  the  rea.soning  of 
Ottawa  in  its  dealings  with  Esquimalt. 
Time  and  again  that  municipality  has  had 
Just  cause  to  seek  financial  redress  because 
of  the  burden  placed  on  it  for  national 
defense  pun>oaes.  Always  It  has  met  a 
grudging  reception.  Such  concessions  as 
it  has  obtained  have  come  only  after 
repealed  representations  based  on  the 
undeniable  fact  that  it  is  being  in  effect 
forced  to  underwrite  projects  not  only 
beyond  its  capacity  but  alrc  properly  the 
responsibility  of  the  national  government. 

The  case  of  Admirals  Road,  now  in  a 
had  state  of  disrepair,  is  but  one  more 
instance  of  thi.s  situation.  It  Is  a thorough- 
fare emential  to  the  needs  of  the  naval 
station  and  thus  of  real  defensive  value. 
By  IndepenrV^nt  check  It  ha.s  been  estab- 
lished that  75  per  rent  of  the  traffic  on 
the  road  consists  of  national  defen.se 
vehicles  engaged  on  national  business,  and 


these  are  vehicles  which  by  their  nature 
cause  severe  wear  and  tear.  Yet  Ottawa 
refuiies  to  contribute  one  cenf^  to  the 
road’s  maintenance.  “ 

One  official  now  says  indeed  that 
F.squimalt  should  foot  the  repair  bill  out 
of  the  grant  given  it  to  offset  the  large 
blocks  of  government  property  which  pay 
no  taxes  and  deprive  the  municipal  treas- 
ury of  potential  revenues  far  exceeding  the 
grant,  some  $42,000.  'This  sum  it.self  wa.s 
secured  only  after  prolonged  and  patient 
representation  and  la  equivalent  only  to 
partial  recompen.se.  Admirals  Road  is  a 
different  and  separate  propasition. 

The  road  ne^s  to  ^ repaired  Imme- 
diately. and  F^uimalt  has  not  the  money 
to  do  the  job  alone.  The  munidpaUty  will 
do  its-  share,  but  it  needs  and  has  a due 
right  to  expect  considerable  help  from  the 
national  government.  Why  that  should 
not  be  readily  forthcoming  in  view  of  the 
visible  facts  of  the  case  is  a mystery. 


Disparity  Is  Emphasized 


*"pOSSING  Victoria’s  cximplaint  over  rail 
1 disparity  with  the  mainland  back  and 
forth  between  the  Federal  Trausport  Com- 
mission and  the  two  trans-continental  rail- 
ways has  not  settled  that  argument.  ’The 
Greater  Victoria  community  had  for  some 
42  years  rail  parity  rates  with  Vancouver 
respecting  the  movement  of  goods  to  the 
roa.st  from  interior  points  in  Brlti«h 
Columbia.  Not  only  is  that  parity  now 
removed,  Init  also  the  mainland  is  being 
given  the  advantage  of  lower  rates  while 
the  Island  tariffs  remain  at  the  highest 
point  they  have  been  in  n?rent  years. 

In  so  far  as  freight  rates  on  perishable 


commodities  from  the  Okanagan  Valley 
are  concerned.  Victoria  and  Vancouver 
Island  are  in  precisely  the  same  marketing 
area  as  Vancouver.  In  the  same  crop 
sea.son  shipments  of  fruit  are  made  alter- 
nately to  both  mainland  and  island  centres 
from  the  Okanagan.  To  hold  that  Victoria 
must  pay  a special  premium  to  have  access 
to  Okanagan  fruits  is  to  fly  In  the  face  of 
what  was  established  nistom  here  for 
more  than  four  decades,  until  the  railwa>’s 
on  their  own  initiative  abolished  the  parity 
rating.  'The  Federal  Transport  Board  can 
hardly  leaw  the  matter  In  that  position, 
so  obviou.sly  discriminatory  agalast  Van- 
couver Islarxl.

Give  a dug  a bad  name  and  hang 
it.  says  the  cynical  proverb- 
maker.  'I  am  Inclined."  write*  Mias 
Violet  Markham  in  the  autobiog- 
raphy, juat  published,  "to  take  a dim 
view  of  people  who  do  no!  like  dog«  " 
Men  and  women  with  no  place  In  their 
hearts  for  these  "sdortble  creatures'* 
are,  In  her  view,  to  be  regarded  with 
distrust.

Ijiureni 
I said  "It  1*  not  accidental  that 
we  are  submitting  our  resolu-

could  Influence  policy  If  they 
were  ao  Inclined." 

The  federation  said: 

1.  The  four  women  In  the 
102  seat  .'^nate  where  there  now 
are  12  vacancies  1*  "far  from 
adequate."

"It  la  difficult  to  deier- 
mine,  in  the  light  of  later  male 
appuimment*.  whether  the  two 
we  are  now  applauding  are 
merely  token  appointment* 
*inrc  this  number  1*  far  from 
adequate  represenlalinn  nf  the 
woman  power  of  Canada. 

“Only  a Senate  with  an  ade 
quate  repiesenisilnn  of  women 
can  hope  to  fulfill  its  total  oh 
ligation  to  the  nation.  . . . 

"We  apprecinie  Ihe  several 
Indication*  we  have  had  that  It 
I*  your  earnest  de*lre  to  re 
form  the  .Senate  .May  we  *ug 
ge*i  that  whatever  reform  may, 
come  from  within  that  body 
will  be  accelerated  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  more  women  with 
the  same  driving  power,  ex 
ecutive  ability  and  political  acu 
men  a*  la  po**e«*ed  by  Mr*. 
Jodoin  and  Mr*.  Fergusson  *• 


On  Ihe  question  of  women  In 
*enlor  government  poau,  the 
federation  said  “It  la  essential 
to  our  economic  stienglh  and 
national  enrichment  that  wo- 
men should  cooperate  with 
men  on  Ihe  upper  a*  well  as  on 
the  middle  and  lower  levels  of 
employment  . . . ." 

The  brief  said  women  feel 
they  are  not  getting  equal  op- 
p n r t u n 1 1 y for  advancement 
within  the  civil  service.

T3>e  7.000  member  federation 
also  urged  that  $50,000  be  de 
durtible  for  the  value  of  e* 
tales  before  succession  duties 
At  present,  only  sums  up  to 
$.50,000  are  deductible.
